few remarks.“ But that no man shall 
say that I have made a great speech, 
I will set that matter at rest by say- 
ing that from begning to end 1 
heartily endorse every statement of 
fact and every sentiment that was 
given you yesterday from the tem- 
porary presiding officer in the great- 
est Bpeech ever delivered at a con- 
vention. 

Now let me go on and ramble. And 
first, they say that there is no en- 
thusiasm in this convention. Gentle- 
men, the great river that has its 
thirty feet of water rising in the 
mountains and growing in depth and 
breadth down to the ocean bears 
upon its bosom the commerce of that 
section of land that it drains and 
bears it out to the world. It is a

SALT LAKE TELEGRAPH CABLE.

SALT LAKE, June 22.—[{Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The Southern Pacific bas 
abandoned its intention of stringing 
telegraph wires across the Great Sait 
Lake on poles, as originally outlinéd 
by its engineers.

alternates from Texas, the Second an4 


Seventh districts of Texas, in the 
Twenty-first District of Illinois, the 
Fourth, Sixth apd Twentieth districts 
of Ohio, this committee recommends 
that the action 6f the National Com- 
mittee in making a temporary roll 
shall be the action of the convention. 

The delegates-at-large and the dele- 
gates from each of the seven Con- 
gress districts of Louisiana were seat- 
ed and each delegate given one-half of 
a vote. — 

In the case of the contest for 4ele- 
gates-at-large from the State of Wis- 
consin, the committee unanimously 
concurred with the National Commit- 
tee in its unanimous action. 

THE WISCONSIN CONTEST. 

On this contest, the report says: “To 
the contest over the delegates-at-large 
and their alternates from Wisconsin, 
unusual consideration has been given 
by the sub-committee and the full com- 
mittee.

Upon this announcement 
the convention gave a mighty, spon- 
taneous shout, and when Mr. Cannon 
appeared at the speaker's desk and 
Chairman Root took him by the hand 
and led him forward to the extreme 
front of the platform, the climax of 
enthusiasm was reached. Delegates with 
one accord jumped to their feet onto 
their chairs. Cheer after cheer’ went 
up and waves of sound swept over 
the throng.

“Cannon.” The chairman waited pa- 
tiently for the applause to subside and 
then it being comparatively quiet, said:

Another 
cheer cut him off for a full minute, 
and then he was allowed to proceed.

Among them will be found the details 
of a pretty political plot hatched in 
Omaha, and 22 delivery ot 
South Dakota to Henr¥ T. Oxnard, to 
be used by him in furtiHering his Sena- 
torial aspirations. 

For the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with Nebraska political his- 
tory, and to afford a better under- 
standing of the case in hand, it should 
be said at the outset that for many 
years Nebraska Republican politics 
have been “done” in large measure in 
the editorial room, the sanctum sanc- 
torum of the Omaha Bee, under the 
personal direction of E. Rosewater. He 
and his powerful paper have made 
and unmade’ men, according to the 
vagaries of Mr. Rosewater's Bhat — 
and independent nature. Many at- 
tempts have been made to destroy the 
Rosewater rule, but the editor of the 
Bee has continued to say “thou shalt 
and thou shalt not.” Nor has 
he confined himself strictly to Ne- 
braska. He has been and is one of 
those who “reach ou.. In the words 
of Kipling, “what he thought he might 
require, he went an' took.“ 

Another strong factor in Nebraska 
politics is the Burlington Railroad. It

grasp, in virtue of its well-constructed 
“machine” and the shrewd, strong men 
who have guided its destinies, political 
and otherwise.

A PRETTY PLOT. 

If you will go to Omaha and look 
through the files of the World-Herald, 
you will find, in the issue of Novem- 
ber 29, 1896, an interesting story, on 
page 7, under the heading, Oxnard's 
Senatoriai Boom.” This is the story, 
in considerable detail, of Mr. Oxnard’s 
attempt to break into the United States 
Senate from South Dakota, and you 
will recognize the “fine Italian hand” 
of E. Rosewater in the plot.

That Mr. Oxnard has succumbed to 
the wiles of the Senatorial siren will, 
however, prove a most interesting bit 
of news, while the novel plan adopted 
by him to accomplish his purpose, to- 
gether with a disclosure of the iden- 
tity of the parties aiding and abetting 
him in his attempt to break into the 
Senate of the United States, are mat- 
ters well calculated to arouse the live- 
liest Interest of the people of the en- 
tire country.

n order that it may be understood

how Mr. Roggen happened to be se- 
lected as the instrument for springing 
the candidacy of Mr. Oxnard on the 
hapless people of South Dakota, it 
will be necestary to recall a little his- 
tory. It will be remembered that in 
the great prohibition campaign of 1890 
Mr. Rogsen was the secretary of the 
Nebraska Bankers’ and Business 
Men's Aesociation, and that to his 
effective work, probably more than to 
the efforts of any other one man, was 
due the defeat of the prohibitionary 
amendment in this State. 
So it happened that when the anti- 
prohibitionists of South Dakota decid- 
ed to take aggressive and concerted 
action in the campaign of 1896 to se- 
cure the repeal of the prohibitory 
amendment in that State, Mr. Roggen 
was most warmly recommended to them 
by the influential men of this State 
who were most active in the memora- 
ble fight of six years A contract 
was closed with him, by the terms 
of which he was to undertake the anti- 
prohibition fight in South Dakota and 
precipitate a battle royal as he had 
done in Nebraska, and was to receive 
for his services $500 per month during 
the campaign, the same as he was 
paid for his work here. 
To make a long story short, Mr. Rog- 
gen went to Sioux Falls and organized 
the South Dakota Bankers’ and Busi- 
ness Men's Association, and officered it 
with the following influential citizens 
of that commonwealth: President. H. 
B. Wynn, cashier American State 
Bank, Yankton; secretary, B. H. Lien, 
manager Codperative Savings and Loan 
Association, Sioux Falls; treasurer, (“. 
E. McKinney, president Sioux F. 
National Bank; Executive Committee, 
David Williams, secretary South Da- 
kota Bankers’ Association, Webster; 
E. F. Grimm, general merchandise, 
Parkston; G. H. Randall, cashier Salem 
State Bank and Mayor of Salem; J. 


T. Cogan, president City Council, Sioux | 


Falls; Porter P. Porter, president Min- 
nehaha National Bank, Sioux Falls. 
Because of Mr. Roggen's position and 
close connection with what promised 
to be the most important factor in 
the campaign in that State, he was se- 
lected as a most desirable adjunct to 
the Oxnard boom, and that fact was 
gently broken to him by Mr. Rosewa- 
ter. 
It was on this occasion of a visit to 
his family in this city during the first 
week in July that Roggen was ac- 
quainted by Rosewater with the Oxnard 
Senatorial scheme. According to Rog- 
gen’s statement, he was sent for by the 
editorial manipulator, who told him 
that he had a scheme whereby a $3500 
contribution could be secured for the 
South Dakota committee. Just what 


occurred, and what steps. were taken 


to put the scheme into effect, is best 
told in the words of Mr. Roggen, who 
granted a most interesting interview 
yesterday when pressed for a state 
ment regarding the history of the deal. 

“Rosewater told me,” said Mr. Rog- 
gen, “that it made no difference 
whether Oxnard or Hamilton made the 
race, So far as he was conce he 
had no preference, and he wanted my 
opinion as to which was the more 
available man. and which would stand 
the better chance of election. It is 
my understanding of the situation that 
Mr. Hamilton, who is ostensibly Ox- 
nard’s manager, is really the repre- 
sentative of the sugar trust looking 
after this particular branch, but he is 
not as well known out here as is Mr. 
Oxnard, and_I told Rosewater so. He 
was inclined to favor Hamiiton, but 
finally agreed that Oxnard's chances 
were more promising. 

“At that time my committee was 
sadly in need of funds, and was owing 
me 31600 on back salary and expenses. 
Rosewater laid particular stress on that 
fact, and said that the sugar contri- 
bution of $3500 would put the commit- 
tee in good shape and would square 
things with me. He told me to go back 
to Sioux Falls and confer with the 
committee and see what could be done 
at that end of the line, as he had al- 
ready had a conference with Hamilton 
at St. Louis at the time of the Repub- 
lican National Convention, and knew 
that it was all right at this end. 

“I returned to Sioux alla, laid the 
matter before the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and they expressed 
a willingness to cotiperate. I so ad- 
vised Rosewater, and he wired to New 
York. The next I heard from him 
was a telegram directing me to come 
to Omaha on the next train. That was 
on Monday, the 20th day of July.” 

For more than twenty years 
names of Roggen and Rosewater have 
been closely linked together in Ne- 
braska, and it was therefore the most 
natural thing in the world for the cor- 
pulent ex-Secretary of State to break 
for the depot as soon as he received 
the message from the editor of the 
Bee, directing him to take the next 
train for this city. 

“I arrived here on Tuesday morn- 
ing,” continued Mr. Roggen, “and 
found that Oxnard had come in the 
day before. He had held a confer- 
ence with Rosewater, and Rosewater 
had at once wired for me. We three 
had a long conference in Rosewater's 
room in the Bee building. Two hours 
were spent in going over the propo- 
sition and considering its feasibility. 
Oxnard took to it very readily. He 
said that if he could enlist my serv- 
ices and those of the committee he 
could secure the good offices of Chicago 
and New York friends, including Pres- 
ident Marvin Hughitt of the North- 
western, President Roswell P. Miller 
of the Milwaukee and President James 
J. Hill of the Great Northern. 

“After it Was practically settled to 
make the fight Oxnard wanted to know 
where it would be best for him to 
take up his residence. I told him that 


in view of Pettigrew’s candidacy he 


ought not to go into the eastern part 
of the State, and that as the east end 
now held the Senatorship it ought to 
go to the west next time. Inasmuch 
as the five Black Hills counties com- 
prise about all there is to the west 
end, I advised him to go to one of them, 
suggesting for obvious reasons that 
he keep away from the Springs or 
big towns and steer for one of the lit- 
tle places. Incidentally I mentioned 
Oelrichs, which is litue more than a 
siding and stock-loading station on the 
Elkhorn, just over the line in Fall 
River county. 
That seemed to please him im- 
mensely. He said that the last man 
with’ whom he dined in New York was 
Herman Oelrichs, the son-in-law of ex- 
Senator Fair, whose big ranch up there 
was what gave the station its name. 
It was agreed that he should go there 
and take up his residence, and he took 
his baggage and started that after- 
noon for the ranch. That was Tues- 
day afternoon, and he was at Oelrichs 
Wednesday morning. He went to the 
ranch and established his residence, 


‘fixing the matter up with the ranch 


people, and left there Thursday, ting 
back here on Friday. ” 

“I met him at the depot and we 
drove to the Millard Hotel. He saw 
Rosewater, and at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon we three met again in Rose- 
water's room for another conference. 
The deal for my work was closed, and 
it was arranged that Rosewater should 
have full charge of the Oxnard cam- 
paign. I was promised $150 for ex- 
penses, and received $50 cash. It was

should be paid out of the $3500 contrt- 
bution to the anti-prohibitionist com- 
mittee. Oxnard claimed close connec- 
tions with the Vanderbilts and Goulds 
and Oelrichs, and said they would 
help him very materially. He said he 
must get right back to New York, but 
Rosewater told him that it was most 
important to secure the codperation of 
the Chicago railroad magnates whose 
roads run into ‘South Dakota. On 
Rosewater’s suggestion, it was ar- 
ranged that Oxnard should stop in Chi- 
cugo to see Hewitt and Miller, before 
proceeding to New York. It was fur- 
ther agreed that in case Oxnard couldy 
not see them in Chitago, he should go 
on to New York and get strong letters 
from the eastern directors of the sugar 
trust, and then return to Chicago and 
lay down on the railroad magnates 
there. 

“The probable cost of the campaign 
was ne into, and Rosewater figured 
that it would cost from $30,000 to $60,- 

Oxnard assented, and seemed sat- 
isfied to pay for the chance. Rosewater 
based his figures on numerous Senatori- 
al campaigns in which he had figured, 
and enumerated the details of several 
of them. He took particular pains to 
impress on Osnard that it took oceans 
of stuff, and that he must not plead 
poverty at any stage of the game, or 
pinch the dollars too hard when it came 
to a show-down. 

“That night Oxnard and I left 
Omaha, he to go to Chicago to see the 
presidents of the Northwestern and 
Milwaukee and I to Sioux Falls to 
start the Oxnard boom and push it 
for all it was worth, under the direc- 
tion of Rosewater, who was to keep in 
close touch with the work of the cam- 
paign. The plan that Rosewater sug- 
gested for opening up the fight was 
to cultivate the belief that beet-sugar 
factories were coming; to get the news- 
papers to print articles about the great 
advantage of diversified crops and the 
value of a home market for the prod- 
ucts of the soil. He wanted that done 
along the same line that railroads run 
surveys about the time they strike a 
county for bonds, or that a strong 
showing is made of the value of a dis- 
tillery, as a home grain consumer, when 
a prohibition fight is on. 

“Rosewater told me to work it up for 
all * was worth, and to have commit- 
t appointed in the towns to assure 
Oxnard of their appreciation of what 
he was doing to develop the resources 
of the State by the proposed estab- 
lishment of factories there, and to have 
brass bands on hand to welcome him 
when he blew in from New York later 
in the campaign.

Ever since the lunacy law went into 
effect the opinion of all who have stud- 
fed it has been that it is cumbersome, 
contradictory in provisions, and use- 
lessly expensive in certain of ite phases. 
The late Judge Clark, who drew up the 
rules for insanity examinations under 
the law, said that it was a patchwork 
of nonsense. Nevertheless it stands 
and Judge Wüldur is beginning to pa- 
preciate its difficulty. 

When a patient is found to be insane 
by a Commission in Lunacy summon- 
ed for the purpose, thé accused has the 
right of appeal, as it were. He can 


demand a jury trial. This ts the rizht

guaranteed to every citizen under the 
constitution, but how far it may be 
conducive to good order, the dignity 
of the court, or be of benefit to a pa-

Cars capable of making a speed of 
sixty miles an hour are to be placed 
in service on the Los Angeles-Pacific 
Electric Railway and the delivery of 
this new equipment will begin by the 
middie of July and probably sooner. 
This is only the first step toward a 
renewal of practically all the rolling 
stock of that road, and before the end 
of the season, it is stated by officers 
of the company that high-speed cars 
only will be in use in the regular pas- 
senger traffic, 

The new cars are to run on all the 
divisions of the road. Most of them 
will be on between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, but the line to Hermosa 
Beach and Manhattan will not be over- 
looked and the number of cars in reg- 


ular service on that division 
doubled. *

TURF WRITER DIES. 


and Frank Dunton, Founder of Chicago 


“Spirit of the Turf,” Dead of 


Frank Holt Dunton, one of the most 
prominent authorities on racing in 
the United States and founder of 
Dunton’s Spirit of the Turf, the well- 
known race-horse paper of Chicago, 
died in this city yesterday of pa- 
ralysis, aged 77 years. 

Mr. Dunton was born in Phillip- 
son, Mass., in 1827, and when a young 
man moved west. When 26 years. of 
age he married, and for the succeed- 
ing go A years lived in Janesville, 
time founded the Spirit of the Turf, 
which became a very successful pa- 
per under his management. Besides 
editing this paper he wrote many spe- 
cial articies on the horse and has 
long been regarded an authority on 
this subject.

MEANS OF DEATH. 


HORRIFYING SUICIDE’ OF MAN 


CRAZED BY THIRST. 
— 
Wandered for Days on Desert and 
Upon Reaching Settlement Placed 
His Head Across. Rail and Was 
Decapitated by Train—Death of 
Gasoline Stove Victim. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 22.— The 
great, pitiless Mojave Desert has 
claimed another victim. He was driven 
insane by thirst, hunger and fatigue, 


and though for three whole days he 


wandered about through the little 
Santa Fé settlement at Newberry, his 
insanity had become so acute that he 
would not eat or drink, though com- 
plaining of being hungry and thirsty. 
At last, impelled by his madness, he 
walked to the side of a moving train, 
got down on his hands and knees, 
and crawling under the train, delib- 
erately placed his neck upon the rail 
and was decapitated. 

The train crew saw tl.e act too late to 
prevent its success. When the train 
was stopped they rushed to the place 


and found that the head had rolled 


the body, the decapitation being 
complete. The man was dressed in 
laborer’s garb, but there was noth- 
ing on his person which gave the 
— clew to the man’s identity. 
He- was about 32 years of age, had 
blue eyes and light brown hair. The 
only scrap of paper found on him 
was a card torn into small bits, which 
when pieced together, was found to 
contain the name of Fred D. Jensen, 
Golden State Realty Co., 430 Bryson 
Block, Los Angeles. 

When the unknown appeared at 
Newberry he implored something to 
eat, saying that he had become lost 
on the desert, and for three days had 
wandered about without a bite to eat 
or a drink. Food and drink were placed 
before him, but he pushed them away, 
and wandered off. Several times this 
was re ted, and all day the man 
hung about. Every effort to get him 
to reveal his name was futile, and only 
brought forth fhe ejaculation: “I'm 
thirsty. Give me water; give me some- 
thing to eat. Oh, the sun’s hot!“ When 
he saw the i nta Fé water train pull- 
ing out he walked to the side of the 
train and horrified the trainmen by 
his deliberate and awfui Suicide.
